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“The 1995 Mortgage Banking Index” is 
divided into two parts—AUTHOR/ 
TITLE and SUBJECT. 

The AUTHOR’TITLE section lists all 
articles alphabetically according to the 
author’s last name and by the first word 
in an article title. 

In the SUBJECT section, all articles are 
listed alphabetically by title under an ap- 
propriate heading. Most of the articles 
appear under more than one subject 
heading.
